The new ancillary addition which is 
in progress now will provide ultra­ 
modern x-ray, laboratory, emergency 
room and other patient facilities. The 
board agreed that the next step is a 
physician recruitment to this area. 
Harry Clifton, chairman of the 
finance committee, presented a report 
of the hospital’s finances for the month 
of May. He said that for the first time 
this year the figures revealed a big 
increase into the black. Approximately 
$100,000 in cash was shown over 
figures for last month. Rideout ex­ 
plained that $59,000 of this money 
came in from a Medicare payment. 
Even though the figures were up for 
the month, Clifton explained that the 
hospital is still running behind in oc­ 
cupancy. laboratory procedures, x- 
rays and births are all down and ac­ 
counts payable are up $24,000. 
The greatest decrease in occupancy 
was seen in the maternity wing. There 
were only 30 babies born in May as 
compared to 40 in May, 1974. The year 
to date in the maternity wing is down 
from 211 in 1974 to 167 this year. 
Adult occupancy was 74 per cent for 
May, 1975, as compared to 77 per cent a 
year ago. The year to date is only down 
five per cent from figures of a year 
ago. 
The board also foresees a decrease 
in occupancy during the summer 
months while several of the admitting 
physicians are on vacation. 
Construction bills totaling over 
$137,000 were approved for payment as 
certified by the architect. Following is 
a list of the bills paid during the 
meeting:

Upon the request of Architect Dan 
Carmichael, the board agreed to a 
reduction of the withholding rate from 
ten per cent to five per cent.

After the building is finished, the board 
can still retain five per cent of the total 


bill until it has passed approval on the 
building. 
Rideout also advised the board that 
he expects a November or December 
completion date. This is somewhat 
earlier than originally anticipated but 
the new facility must be occupied by 
Jan. I, 1976. 
Approval was given for the filling of 
one of the fuel oil tanks. The purchase 
will be made from Circleville Oil at the 
rate of 34.7 cents per gallon for the first 
filling but as the administrator ex­ 
plained, this is no guaranteed price. A 
year ago, the quoted price was 27.9 
cents. The other tank on the hospital 
site is full. The board also agreed to 
spread the payment of the 10,000 gallon 
over a ten-month budget period. 
Five sealed bids for the hospital’s 
laundry were opened during the 
meeting. Frank Barnhill who now 
holds the contract for the laundry 
advised the board earlier that he could 
no longer do it for the quoted price. 
Low bidders were Acme Linen and 
Uniform Company at 13 cents and the 
I^ancaster-Fairfield Hospital at 12J/2 
cents per pound. 
The board is presently paying 
Barnhill 12 cents per pound but his new 
bid was 14 cents per pound. Rideout 
and Barnhill were appointed by the 
board members to check both bidders 
more closely as to the stipulations of 
their bids and to give the contract to 
the best bidder. 
Rideout’s report to the board con­ 
cluded with the statement that two 
physicians had decided to locate in the 
area. Dr. Primo Exconde has located 
in the former Dr. V. D. Kerns office 
and the second man is still looking for 
office space. 
R. G. Smith, M. D. was given 
another year of staff privileges. He 
had been previously approved by the 
medical staff. 
Concluding the meeting, Dr. William 
Myers talked briefly to the board 
concerning the Emergency Medical 
Team and its progress. He said 24 
people have signed up for the next 
class which will begin in July. The 
team has made two runs but still 
considers itself in the training stages. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic 
congressional leaders plan to push for 
an extension of the antirecession tax 
cuts enacted this year, a move that 
President Ford says he would consider 
if the economy fails to rebound. 
The Democratic leaders hope to 
combine the extension with a sweeping 
overhaul of the nation’s tax laws, key 
party strategists say. 
They outlined this plan after 
President Ford told 
a 
nationally 
televised and broadcast news con­ 
ference Wednesday evening he would 
consider asking Congress to extend 
this year’s reductions through the 1976 
election year if the economy fails to 
rebound quickly enough. 
The Democratic reaction, in effect, 
was that Ford was endorsing a plan 
already on the congressional drawing 
boards. 
“There never was any doubt about 
it,’’ said a House source, noting the 
federal budget adopted by Congress 
last month assumed extension of many 
provisions in the $22.9-billion tax cut 
bill enacted in March, though not the 
$8.1 billion rebate of 1974 taxes.

Senate 
source, 
meanwhile, 
disclosed that this year’s reduction 
was limited to a single year in part to 
insure that an extension would have to 
be enacted later in the year at a time 
when broader tax revision measures 
are ready for consideration. 
These revisions could include an 
array of complicated and con­ 
troversial items including tax treat­ 
ment of capital gains and losses and 
the many provisions that are aimed at 
giving special benefits to specific 
groups or individuals.

MIAMI (AP) — “I’d rather be out of 
work here than in New Jersey,” says 
one of an estimated 200 jobless persons 
who arrive in Miami each week 
seeking work or at least a better life on 
their unemployment checks. 
“The weather is nice and I have 
some family here,” said Horacio 
Sierra, 24, who until last month worked 
at an elevator plant in Union City, N.J. 
Sierra is one of nearly 6,000 persons 
drawing out-of-state compensation at a 
downtown Miami unemployment of­ 
fice. The benefits are paid by the home 
state, but the jobless must report to the 
office here twice a month and prove 
that they are seeking work.

Agress,

41-year-old 
plumber from New York City, said he 
went nine months without a job, then 
sold his house and settled in Florida. 
“I feel the cost of living is better here 
than in New York,” said Agress. “I’d 
rather work, but some people want to 
pay you less than what you get in 
unemployment.” 
Officials said the large number of 
out-of-staters is contributing to the 11.7 
per cent unemployment figure in Dade 
County and the rate of 18.1 per cent in

“They come here primarily from the 
Northeast,” said Bob Lutterbie, 
manager of the local benefits office. 
“New York, New Jersey, and some 
from Illinois and California.”

—He will formally announce his 1976 
presidential candidacy “very shortly” 
and, asked about possible Republican 
opposition, replied, “I never predicate 
my own plans on what somebody else 
will do” but instead will run his own 
campaign on his record.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
intelligence committee might never be 
able to determine where orders to 
assassinate Cuban Premier Fidel Cas­ 
tro originated, according to Chairman 
Frank Church. 
“It may just be we’ll be unable to 
find evidence that establishes the 
chain of command,” Church, a 
Democrat from Idaho, said Wed­ 
nesday following five hours of closed- 
door testimony by a former CIA officer 
allegedly involved in plots to kill 
Castro. 
Meanwhile, Atty. Gen. Edward H. 
I^evi declared Wednesday that he was 
shocked 
at 
reading 
still-secret 
material on alleged CIA assassination 
and domestic-intelligence activities 
and that he hoped Justice Department 
decisions on whether to prosecute the 
individuals involved could be made 
quickly. 
Levi declined to say what had- 
shocked him, saying that was a per­ 
sonal question. He has been given the 
confidential portion of the Rockefeller 
Commission report dealing with as­ 
sassinations and the back-up material 
to the report’s conclusions about other 
CIA activities. 
He also said the department, not the 
White 
House, 
would 
make 
the 
decisions about whether to prosecute. 
“I would feel obligated to inform the 
President, but I would not expect the 
President to tell the department what 
to do,” he said. 
In another development Wednesday, 
CIA Director William E. Colby 
declined to assure a House sub- 
committe that the CIA no longer has 
undercover agents operating inside 
organizations within the United States. 
But Colby insisted that any such ac­ 


tivities would be strictly for the pur­ 
pose of gathering foreign intelligence 
and would fall within the limits of the 
agency’s statutory authority. 
Colby also said 30 of the 75 present 
members of Congress revealed by the 
Rockefeller Commission to be subjects 
of CIA files have had the contents of 
their files turned over to them at their 
request. 
Colby said the files were kept 
because in some cases the members of 
congress had cooperated in giving the 
CIA information and in other cases se­ 
curity checks had been made on them 
or employment information compiled 
about them before they were elected. 
But subcommittee chairman Bella 
Abzug, D-N.Y., said she had seen 
several of the files and they contained 
mostly information about antiwar 
activities.

Jobless 
Claims Drop 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Con­ 
tinuing claims for unemployment 
compensation in the state decreased 
for the ninth consecutive week while 
initial applications and claims for ex­ 
tended funds were on the rise, the Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Services said 
today. 
Continuing claims dropped to 202,000 
for the week ending June 21, the 
bureau estimated. That compares to 
203,985 claims for unemployment com­ 
pensation under state and federal 
programs for the week of June 14. 
For a similar period last year, the 
average claim was by 66,879 persons. 
Initial claims rose to 22,130 for the 
week ending June 21 to end a steady 
decline since May IO. The week before 
20,527 persons claimed unemployment 
compensation for the first time. 
Claimants for extended unem­ 
ployment compensation under ex­ 
tended state and federal programs 
rose to 31,850 this week. A month ago, 
26,892 persons received the extra 13 
weeks of unemployment compensation

Reds Grab 
Thieu Land 
Near Saigon 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — South 
Vietnam’s new government has con­ 
fiscated several hundred acres of 
fertile farmland that belonged to 
former President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
the Saigon radio said today. 
The broadcast said Thieu’s land was 
in the My Tay district, on the outskirts 
of Saigon. 
The Saigon government sent a cable 
to the Malaysian foreign ministry 
today demanding the return of a South 
Vietnamese merchant ship anchored 
at Penang. A Malaysian spokesman in 
Kuala Lumpur said the ship, the 
Truong Vinh, put into Penang last 
week for repairs. He said it had an 
American captain and 23 Vietnamese 
crewmen. 
Meanwhile, New Zealand announced 
it established diplomatic relations with 
North Vietnam. Prime Minister Bill 
Rowling said the New Zealand am­ 
bassador in Peking, W.B. Harland, will 
also be accredited to Hanoi. 
And a spokesman for the Laotian 
government said it will launch a big 
effort to encourage tourism. 
The spokesman also said national 
assembly elections set for July IO will 
be postponed “until the political 
situation settles down.”

Fire Rages 
In Storage 
Tank Farm 


RICHMOND, Va. (AP) - Flames 
shot hundreds of feet into the air as 
firemen fought to contain a blaze that 
broke out in a huge gasoline storage 
tank and spread to a second tank 
today. 
The fire started about midnight and 
was still raging after daybreak. 
Fire Chief John Finnegan said the 
fire could burn until 8 o’clock tonight. 
“There’s no way we’re going to put 
that one out. It’s going to have to bum 
itself out,” Finnegan said. 
An oil company employe suffered 
bums over 50 per cent of his body, 
rescuers said. No other injuries were 
reported. 
The two tanks that burned furiously 
were in a rough line with three other 
fuel tanks, authorities said. Firemen 
from 26 of the city’s 34 companies tried 
to contain the fire. 
Firemen said the blaze could con­ 
sume as much as 1.5 million gallons of 
gasoline at the Little Oil Co.’s storage 
yard. The facility is located in a 
sparsely populated area in an in­ 
dustrial section of Richmond along the 
James River and Interstate 95, a 
major north-south thoroughfare. 
C. Malcolm Little, owner of Little 
Oil, said the injured employe had been 
taking inventory of the two tanks, prior 
to accepting a pipeline delivery, when 
the fire broke out. 
The man’s name and condition were 
not known. 
The cause of the fire was not im­ 
mediately determined, but Finnegan 
speculated that a bolt of lightning 
sparked the blaze.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
House has refused to concur with 
Senate changes in a bill that would 
authorize the state to issue voluntary 
identification cards for the con­ 
venience of nondriving adult Ohioans.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Huge, 
high-speed blimps for cross-country 
freight service are being proposed by 
the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. in a 
study prepared for the National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration. 
Goodyear said one of the airship 
types recommended for further study 
would be five times longer than a 
football field and would be powered by 
16 turboprop engines which would 
move it at 150 miles per hour—five 
times faster than a conventional 
blimp. 
The second would be 710 feet long, 
powered by ten Sikorsky CH53E 
helicopters hooked up five to each side, 
and also would cruise at 150 miles per 
hour. 
One pilot would fly all ten helicopters 
from connected controls, Goodyear 
said. 
Either craft could cross the country 
in less than 24 hours with huge cargos, 
such as nuclear reactors or heavy con­ 
struction equipment, the Goodyear 
study said. 


The study added that each could lift 
three times more cargo than a jumbo 
jet freighter, and they wouldn’t need 
runways. 


The longer, 1,656 craft would get its 
lift from nearly 40 million cubic feet of 
helium, Goodyear said. That is nearly 
200 times more helium than is carried 
by the Goodyear blimps now in 
operation. 


The shorter craft would be lifted by 
the helicopters and 15.7 million cubic 
feet of helium. 


The study said that when range, 
endurance and fuel economy become 
dominant factors, modern airships 
offer far better performance than 
competing systems. 
Goodyear said the combination of 
modem propulsion methods and new 
materials such as the fabric aramid 
could make new airships much better 
than earlier models. 
The tire company said aramid was 
developed specially for the tire in­ 
dustry and is five times stronger than 
steel, pound-for-pound.

I get short of breath with even slight 
exertion. I’m 47 and I don’t think this is 
normal for my age. Could this be a sign 
of a heart or lung condition? 
Mr. T.H..N.C. 
Dear Mr. H.: 
Poor physical condition due to lack 
of exercise, excess weight and tobacco 
are probably the most important 
reasons for shortness of breath in a 
man of your age. 
This is speculative, of course. There 
are a great many types of heart, lung 
and circulatory conditions that can 
produce the same conditions. It is 
important, therefore, to track down 
and rule out any underlying medical 
reason for your shortness of breath. 
A general examination can include 
vital lung capacity studies. The 
relationship between the intake of 
oxygen and the output of carbon 
dioxide can be evaluated. 
Stress studies of the heart while at 
rest and during activity give the doctor 
a clear picture of the heart and the 
circulatory system. 
In the absence of any fundamental

I used to box and was left with a 
cauliflower ear. Can this be fixed by 
plastic surgery? 
Mr. G.C..N.J. 


Dear Mr. C.: 
The so-called “cauliflower ear” is 
caused by a collection of blood between 
the cartilage of the ear and the skin. 
These injuries must be taken care of 
immediately by emptying the blood 
from the enclosed space. If the blood is 
allowed to remain, scar tissue forms 
and the “cauliflower” distortion of the 
ear follows. 


Repaid of the deformity then 
becomes extremely difficult. Each 
case must be evaluated by a plastic 
surgeon. Some surgical procedures 
can improve the appearance of the 
ear, but rarely can such an ear ever be 
returned to a completely normal ap­ 
pearance.

Gasoline, 
Beef Prices 
On Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Shoppers 
are paying the highest prices ever for 
beef while motorists are paying more 
for gasoline and face the possibility of 
another increase soon, the government 
sa vs. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
said Tuesday that the average price 
for a hypothetical composite of all cuts 
of beef was $1.54 a pound on June 7, the 
highest level since February 1974 when 
the aftermath of a nationwide 
truckers’ strike and the end of price 
controls helped push beef prices to a 
record $1.50 a pound. 
Department economists predicted 
the prices will crest this week or next 
and hold steady into August. 
Meanwhile, the Federal Energy 
Administration said average gasoline 
prices have gone up 1.8 cents a gallon 
as a result of the $l-a-barrel tariff 
imposed last February by President 
Ford on imported oil. 
The additional $l-a-barrel tariff put 
into effect June I may trigger another 
1.8 cent increase per gallon, the 
agency said. 
However, FEA Administrator Frank 
Zarb discounted speculation that 
gasoline prices might reach 70 to 80 
cents a gallon this summer as “simply 
... not accurate.” 
FEA said the national average price 
for regular gasoline rose from 52.5- 
cents-a-gallon in February to 52.6 
cents in March, 53.5 cents in April and 
54.3 cents in May. 
Ford has threatened to impose a 
third tariff increase and has called for 
a gradual removal of price controls 
from domestic oil brought into produc­ 
tion by 1972. 
If adopted, 
those 
measures could push gasoline prices 
into the 60-to-70 cent range. 


But, at that point, the economics of 
early graduation began to intrude.

Home Money 
Plans Rapped 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Be wary 
of advertisements promoting eam- 
money-at-home plans, the Department 
of Commerce cautions. 
The division said although some of 
the offers may be legitimate, many are 
fraudulent and victimize the person 
who answers the ad. 
A person often will pay $10 or $15 for 
promotional material and then learn 
they must spend $40 to $50 for supplies 
needed for the project. 
A company often sells supplies for 
such items as handicrafts with the 
promise to buy the finished product, 
the division said. 
“The catch is that these products 
must meet certain company stan­ 
dards,” the division said. “The 
company can simply claim the 
finished products don’t meet the 
standards and refuse to buy them 
back.” 
The division suggested that con­ 
sumers who have been cheated 
through such schemes contact the 
division, a postal inspector or the 
Better Business Bureau.

Custer Buff Retraces Battle Again 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) — Jim 
Rench is a small town Ohio math 
teacher whose passion for Gen. George 
Armstrong Custer takes him on a 3,400 
mile trip each June to a dusty, sun- 
parched ridge in Montana. 
“ It’s in my blood,” says the tall, 38- 
year-old history buJff. Rench returned 
Tuesday from his fifth consecutive 
visit to Custer Battlefield, site of the 
greatest Indian victory in history 
which occured 99 years ago today. 
During his visit to the famed bat­ 
tlefield, he uncovered a rare artifact 
find: five live rust covered rifle shells 
believed left by a beleagured trooper 
and a horseshoe from a pack mule that 
perished during the pitched battle. 
Rench used a metal detector to make 


the discoveries by combing prairie 
knolls 
where 
Custer 
and 
264 
cavalrymen died June 25, 1876, trying 
to rout the largest mass of Indians ever 
assembled. 


“ I ’m not pro-Custer,” explained 
Rench. “ I think he took a lot of soldiers 
to the grave with him because he had 
policital aspirations. He was looking 
for one blaze of glory to get back in the 
limelight.” 


Rench says his obsession with Custer 
began as a boy when an uncle passed 
down reams of research and letters on 
the battle. 
“ That battle stands as the pinnacle 
of the Indian wars,” he said.

Ohioans Pay Less 
For Utility Use 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Despite 
big increases, Ohioans’ gas, electric, 
and telephone bills are substantially 
lower than those in seven surrounding 
states, the Joint Select Committee on 
Energy has been told. 
D. Bruce Mansfield of Akron, retired 
president of the Ohio Edison Co., 
presented a comparison Tuesday night 
in defense of the ratemaking formula 
under which Ohioans’ utility bills are 
computed. 
The legislative committee, headed 
by Rep. Thomas J. Cemey, D-71 
Youngstown, has as one of many 
proposals before it a suggestion that 
Ohio’s socalled RCN formula, known 
technically as “ reconstruction costs 
new, less depreciation” , should be 
done away with, or at least changed. 
RCN permits utilities to figure what 
it would cost now to replace their 
present plants — and not what they 
cost originally — in calculating their 
cost of doing business. Critics main­ 
tain it provides a cushion that lets 
utilities get a greater rate of return. 
However, Mansfield, along with 
Francis H. Wright, president of East 
Ohio Gas Co., insisted Tuesday night 
that the formula is sound and should 
not be disturbed under present eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
Wright said a change would create a 
“ nightmare” by nullifying Ohio 


utilities’ ability to obtain funds to 
provide services and service-related 
programs. It could even mean 
“ nationalization of Ohio’s utilities,” 
Wright said. 
Mansfield’s comparison of Ohioans’ 
utility bills were based on figures from 
eight cities and were contained in a 
chart showing 25 cities in seven other 
states. 
Average monthly for an Ohio utility 
user — gas, electric, and telephone 
combined — for 1968, with 1975 in 
parenthesis, were Columbus, $25.59 
(51.05); Youngstown, $25.86 ( 51.34); 
Dayton, $26.06 ( 52.80); Akron, $26.16 
(51.69); Canton ($26.16 ($49.50); 
Cincinnati, $26.33 ($49.44); Toledo, 
$26.67 ($53.03), and Cleveland $27.74 
($53.48). 
The same comparison of out-of-state 
cities showed, among others, Detroit 
$29.82 ($52.62, Indianapolis $27.80 
($45.69), Erie, Pa., $28.61 ($60.92),

They 
rode southward into rolling plains that 
bristled a century ago with Sioux and 
Cheyenne tribes who had tired of the 
white man’s westward push for gold 
and land. 
The Rench party carried only 
bedrolls and provisions that ac­ 
companied Custer’s command. They 
tolerated searing 100-degree heat, 
lung-choking dust and a daily diet of 
hardtack, jerky, salt pork, parched 
com and coffee. 
Following 
their 
predecessors’ 
timetable, they traveled 12 miles the 
first day, 34 the second, 28 the third 
and then reenacted the famous night 
march. 
Weibert marked the event by 
wearing a belt buckle he found near 
the

discovered near a skirmish site.

2f000 South Viet Refugees 
Prepare To Return Home 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. (A P) - 
Homesick and worried about wives 
and parents left behind, more than 
2,000 South Vietnamese who escaped to 
the United States are preparing to 
return to their homeland and an un­ 
certain fate. 


The prospect that some may be 
killed by the new Communist rulers of 
their homeland was mentioned quietly 
by some of the prospective repatriates, 
but most generally avoided the sub­ 
ject. 


“ I like it here, but my family is not 
here,” said Dang Van Ngau, a 30-year- 
old American-trained pilot in the South 
Vietnamese Air Force until he fled the 
Communist takeover in South Viet­ 
nam. He adds, “ If I talk too much, I 
will die when I go back to Saigon.” 


The elected leader of the returnees 
here is Le Mih Tan, 44, who was a fire 
inspector for the U.S. defense attache 
office. He says only, “ I am Viet­ 
namese. I want to return because it is 
my country.” 


A planeload of 49 of the 2,031 South 
Vietnamese refugees who have asked 
to go home flew from Eglin Air Force 
Base, Fla., to this staging camp Tues­ 
day for flights to Southeast Asia being 
sponsored by the United Nations. A 
total of 131,399 refugees have reached 
the United States. 


Already here were 265 of the 
refugees who wish to return to their 
homeland, including 164 who arrived 
Sunday from Ft. Chaffee, Ark. 
Mohamed Gharib, representing the 
U.N. High Commissioner on Refugees, 
told reporters Tuesday the requests to 
return home must be spontaneous and 
voluntary, and may continue as long as

Grain Stock 
Set For Recovery 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Continued 
good prospects for the winter wheat 
crops in the Soviet Union, North 
America and China are strengthening 
hopes “for a moderate recovery of 
grain stock levels for the first time 
since the 
1971-72 season,” the 
Agriculture Department says. 
The upcoming Italian crop of durum 
wheat — the basis of pasta — has been 
damaged by poor weather and insects, 
however, and “now is estimated at 2.6 
million tons, more than IO per cent 
below last year’s output,” the new 
weekly roundup of world crop con­ 
ditions reported Wednesday. 
Whether a grain reserve will ac­ 
cumulate again after three years of 
tight supply depends on continued 
favorable weather and consumption 
rates, primarily export demand. 
Export demand for U.S. crops, in 
turn, depends on how the domestic 
fields fare in such nations as Russia 
and China. 
The 1974 world rice crop was again 
estimated at a record amount of 
almost 324 million metric tons, with 


significant declines in India being 
offset by bumper crops in China, the 
United States, Brazil and Colombia. 
The weather has been good for 
winter wheat in both China and Russia, 
the report noted, but spring-wheat 
areas in both those countries need 
substantial rain to prevent widespread 
losses of that minority crop. 


Grains in western Europe “are 
lagging in growth and development 
due to the cold spring. There are no 
large and critical dry spots,” the 
foreign agriculture experts said. 
Several days of rain this week also 
broke a drought in the major wheat 
area of eastern Australia and further 
improved already favorable conditions 
in western Australia, the report said. 


A similar situation in Algeria, 
however, with heavier drought- 
breaking showers, reduced that 
country’s wheat crop estimate to a 10- 
year low of 700,000 metric tons — 
which means a potential market for 
export of up to two million tons, the 
report said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Boys 16 
and 17, as well as girls at those ages 
will be able to get married in Ohio—but 
only with parental consent—if the 
Senate prevails over the House in a 
current legislative standoff. 
At the request of the sponsor, Sen. 
David L. Headley, D-28 Barberton, the 
Senate refused unanimously Wed­ 
nesday to go along with a provision 
rewritten by the House. 
It provided that neither a boy or a 
girl under the age of 18 could marry - 
even with the consent of parents. 
“That turns the whole bill around from 
the way we introduced it,” said Head­ 
ley. 
He said girls under 18 in Ohio have 
been able to get married with their 
parents' consent “for more than IOO 
years. We want to extend the same 
privilege to males who are 16 and 17.”

In addition, the court this week 
stayed the effectiveness of a Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio order 
which attempted to put CEI’s rates 
back at 1973 levels. 
The action by the court followed a 
major Supreme Court decision earlier 
this month overturning a rate increase 
granted CE I in November 1973, ap­ 
parently because the rate increase was 
too small. 
Since then, the utility and the 
regulatory body have engaged in legal 
squabbling which apparently ended 
with the last Supreme Court order.

mental disorder and shot his family in 
a fit of “psychotic rage.” 
The doctors’ testimony formed the 
bulk of the defense’s case, while the 
prosecution in making its presenta­ 
tion, focused attention on the financial 
status of Ruppert’s brother Leonard 
and his mother, Charity. 
The prosecution has contended that 
Ruppert shot his family and pleaded 
innocent by reason of insanity in order 
to gain control of a $300,000 estate 
which would be left by his mother and 
brother. 
Some of the 29 people originally 
called by the prosecution were back on 
the stand Wednesday as rebuttal wit­ 
nesses. 
Most of them were dismissed quickly 
after answering questions on what 
they believed to be the mental status of 
the defendant. 
“He’s more sane than I am, as far as 
I’m concerned,” said Guido Terzo of 
Hamilton who testified he knew 
Ruppert for about six or seven years. 
Many of the witnesses knew Ruppert 
from his frequent visits to a local stock 
brokerage and described him as 
friendly, but quiet. 
“He never volunteered information 
on anything other than the stock 
market,” said William Fumier. 
Hamilton Police Detective Paul line 
said he knew Ruppert and his brother 
Iieonard when they were growing up in 
nearby Fairfield. 


“Leonard watched out after Jim,” 
line said. “At times, he even told us to 
lay off’ his brother.” 
Several doctors called by the defense 
testified that Ruppert had reported 
several incidents where his brother 
had mistreated him during his child­ 
hood.

Jobs Prove 
Top Lure 
O f Cities 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AP) - It’s the 
promise of better jobs, improved 
health services and quality schooling 
that attracts people to the city, an Ohio 
State University study shows. 
Dr. Lawrence Brown, an OSU 
professor of geography, headed a two- 
year study of 300 new Columbus 
residents, most of them on the lower 
end of the socioeconomic scale. 
Contrary to popular opinion, he 
discovered it wasn’t the bright lights 
or excitement that brought them to 
Columbus. 
With a $23,000 grant from the Ford 
and Rockefeller foundations, the 
project was launched to find possible 
policy implications of migration and 
whether people should be directed to 
one destination. 
The first part of the study was aimed 
at finding people’s “mental map”— 
their perceptual view of the world. 
Brown was also interested in what 
places might be possible migration 
sites. 
Participants were asked to indicate 
their level of familiarity with 68 towns 
and cities near Columbus and in a 10- 
state area. 
“Actually, people knew relatively 
few—usually 6 to IO—of the places on 
the list,” Brown said. “This suggests 
that people don’t have much of the 
basic information about what oppor­ 
tunities are available, let alone enough 
to go to the next step of evaluating 
them.” 
Job and health care were rated the 
most important characteristics of a 
place to live, Brown said. School and 
housing quality rated second. 
Lowest on the list were nearness to 
home and good shopping.

CLEVEIAND, Ohio (AP) - Victims 
of the 1970 Kent State University 
shootings chipped away Wednesday at 
claims a top ranking Ohio National 
Guardsman did not fire during the 13- 
second volley that killed four students 
and wounded nine. 
Guard Maj. Raymond Srp testified 
under cross examination he was not 
aware members of his command 
carried weapons not assigned to them 
on the campus May 4, 1970. 
Srp, a captain at the time, was head 
of Troop G, 107th Armored Cavalry, 
the unit most of the guardsmen in­ 
volved in the shooting belonged to. Srp 
said some men might have switched 
weapons if theirs were not working, 
but that the unit would have had a 
record of it. 
Two photographers and two former 
Kent State students have sworn that 
the troop’s first sergeant, Myron 
Pryor, fired a .45-caliber pistol during 
the 
clash 
with 
demonstrators 
protesting U.S. military activity in 
Cambodia. 
Pryor testified last week he did not 
even load the weapon. The defense 
claims an FBI report shows the 
weapon assigned to Pryor was not 
fired. 
Srp acknowledged that Pryor, the 
unit’s 
highest 
ranking 
non­ 


commissioned officer, had access to 
records of weapons assignments and 
could have destroyed records of 
changed assignments. 
Plaintiffs’ attorney David Engdahl 
said one of Troop G’s platoon leaders, 
Lt. Alexander Stevenson, carried an 
MI rifle. Normally, the officer would 
have been armed with a .45-caliber 
pistol. 
Engdahl said the FBI also found 
three shells fired from a .45-caliber 
pistol assigned to guardsman Frank 
Haas. Haas did not accompany the unit 
to the campus. 
The nine wounded students and 
parents of the four dead are suing Gov. 
James Rhodes, three ex-state officials 
and 39 present and former guardsman 
for $45 million in damages stemming 
from the incident. Rhodes ordered the 
guard to Kent after days of rioting that 
followed the U.S. military incursion 
into Cambodia. 
Earlier, guardsman James Pierce of 
Kent told the jury he no longer recalled 
hearing Pryor instruct his men just be­ 
fore the firing, “If they rush us, shoot 
them.” 
But Pierce admitted that in a 
statement made the day of the 
shooting he quoted Pryor that way and 
that his memory of the events 
probably was better then. 


Pierce, now an architect, said he 
fired four times, three times at 
demonstrators. He said he recalled 
calling the protestors in the May 4 
statement not “people but savage 


animals.” 
“I perceived them as people who 
were trying to kill me,” he said. Pierce 
said he had been pelted with rocks and 
“knocked around” all day.

LONG POND, Pa. (AP) - At dusk, 
the hibachis glow, the hamburgers 
sizzle and a crowd of weary figures 
gets ready to bed down in the infield of 
the Pocono International Raceway. 
Racing fans? Hardly. These are the 
mechanics, officials and even some of 
the drivers who, along with their 
families, retire to what is home away 
from home after a long day at the 
track. 
Life on the road in big-time auto 
racing is far from the glamour the 
drivers and their crews enjoy when on 
the race track, hovering around their 
gleaming racing machines, some of 
which cost up to $100,000. 
With a price tag like that just to 
compete, there is in most cases little 
left for the refinements of a hotel or 
motel, restaurant meals or evening 
entertainment. 
As Sunday’s 500-mile race for 
Indianapolis-type cars draws near, the 
motor homes and campers of the likes 
of 
Johnny 
Rutherford, 
Gordon 
Johncock, Pancho Carter and others 
are parked in the sandy infield. Some 
head for motels at night, others stay at 
the track to avoid the mountain resort 
prices. 
Even those who shell out for the 
“luxury” of a motel often sleep with a 
crew member or a relative or two in 
the motor home in the parking lot. 
During the day, the motel room, rented 
for one or two days, will be the 
headquarters for up to a dozen people, 
using the showers, the swimming pool, 
game room or tennis courts. But many 
racers, especially the shoestring oper­ 
ators, camp out the entire IO days they 
are here before this race. They sleep in 
the backs of trucks in sleeping bags, 
eat out of an ice chest or the cafeteria 
and wash up in the restrooms. 
At Milwaukee two weeks ago where 
the road show went for a 150-miler, one 
car owner and his wife slept across the 
seats of their two-seated pickup truck, 
parked in the parking lot of a motel 
near the track. When race morning 
came, they waited until someone they 
knew walked out, then asked to use the 
lodger’s room to clean up. 
If the participants don’t welcome 
paying the tab at a motel, the ones who 
do stay aren’t always welcome either. 
A few inns near here where some rac­ 
ers stay charge a 15 per cent gratuity 
that is — while not uncommon — only 
charged by the establishments while 
racers are in town. Usually racers are 
“isolated” in one section or floor of a 
motel. 
Asked about the gratuity, one motel 
employe said, “We learned last year 
that if we don’t charge it, we’ll never 
get it. Racers are the chintziest people 
we get here, they’re so rowdy and they 
leave such a mess.” 
It should be emphasized that battle 
lines are not drawn between racers 


and all hotels or motels. In fact, many 
offer special rates. 
But many racers are content to live 
the life of a nomad. As one driver put 
it, “At least this way, we beat the 
crowds to the track.”

NEW YORK (AP) — The National 
Football League’s decision to deter­ 
mine the home field advantage for 
post-season games on regular season 
won-lost record could have had a 
profound effect on last year’s playoffs 
if it had been in effect then. 
Based on last year’s American 
Football Conference final standings, 
Oakland, with the best record, would 
have hosted Buffalo, the wild card 
playoff qualifier; and Miami, with the 
second best record, would have been 
home against Pittsburgh in the 
opening playoff round. 
There are those who believe that the 
Super Bowl champion Steelers would 
have had more trouble in the Orange 
Bowl against the Dolphins than they 
did at home against Buffalo, their 
actual first round opponent. 
In past years, home site priorities 
for the playoffs were based on a 
rotation system of the divisions within 
each conference. The new season’s 
rotation, which was scrapped by 
Wednesday’s decision, would have 
been Central, East, West in the AFC 
and Central, West, East in the National 
Conference. 
“What we have done,” said Com­ 
missioner Pete Rozelle, “is to place a 
premium on regular season records 
and reward regular season per­ 
formance. This makes all 14 games 
important. Now, we are rewarding the 
teams that do best.”

Urge Private 
Production 
Of Uranium 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is asking Congress to permit 
private industry to produce and sell 
billions of dollars worth of enriched 
uranium needed for nuclear power 
plants around the world. 
Ford called members of the Senate- 
House Committee on Atomic Energy to 
the Cabinet Room for a meeting today 
to outline his far-reaching proposals. 
Then he planned a formal signing 
ceremony for a special message to 
Congress detailing his ideas. 
By law, the production of enriched 
uranium — a type of fuel suited for 
power plants but not for weapons — 
has been a government monopoly 
since the dawn of the nuclear age some 
30 years ago. 
Ford’s decision to seek legislation to 
put private enterprise into the 
uranium fuel business seemed certain 
to stir a spirited debate on whether 
private firms — who do much of the 
work now under government contracts 
— can be trusted to have a larger stake 
in this growing industry. 
Under Ford’s plan, the federal 
government would continue to own and 
operate the three existing plants that 
produce enriched uranium, in Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., Paducah, Ky., and 
Portsmouth, Ohio, sources said. 
Federal officials calculate that these 
three plants already have contracted 
to sell their total output far into the 
future. 
With the government urging the 
construction of more nuclear power 
plants to help curb the nation’s ap­ 
petite for foreign oil as a power source, 
sources said Ford would have private 
owners build and operate all future 
enrichment plants.

President’s decision was spurred by 
the fact that present facilities cannot 
meet anticipated future demand for 
power plant uranium here and over­ 
seas.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Self-serve 
gasoline stations are safer than 
standard stations, and no longer 
should be prohibited in Ohio for safety 
reasons, a state senator claims. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, also said Ohioans could save 
five to six cents a gallon on gasoline 
which probably will cost at least 70 
cents a gallon later this year. 
He is pushing for enactment of his 
bill that would make Ohio the 47th 
state to let motorists pump their own 
gas. Only Hawaii, New Jersey, Illinois 
and Ohio are holding out from a 
national trend, Van Meter told the 
Senate Commerce and Labor Com­ 
mittee. 
Van Meter brought two officials of 
the Gulf Oil Corp. before the com­ 
mittee to try to dispel fears about 
safety and quiet concerns that self- 
serve stations would drive con­ 
ventional stations out of business on a 
grand scale. 
John Galloway, the oil company’s 
regional vice president for public 
affairs, told the committee that self- 
serve stations in other states have not 
significantly reduced the number of 
conventional dealerships. 
In many cases, he said, existing 
stations installed a line of self-serve 
pumps and retained others at which 
attendants provide full service. 
Van Meter said many motorists will

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Pantsuits 
are okay, but blouses and slacks are 
regarded as “inappropriate attire” for 
female employes of the Ohio House, 
according to a memo distributed this 
week. 


“From now on anyone wearing 
blouses and slacks, or for that matter 
any inappropriate attire, will be sent 
home to change and be docked for the 
time they missed!” the directive 
written by House Clerk Thomas R. 
Winters says. 


House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe 
bowed to contemporary fashion last 
year and agreed to allow pantsuits on 
the floor of the lower chamber. But 
Winters said Riffe asked him to re­ 
mind the House’s 23. female pages that 
the concession does not extend to 
blouses and slacks. 


“A blouse and slacks are not con­ 
sidered as pantsuits,” the memo said. 
“A pantsuit as considered by the 
fashion world and the House of 
Representatives would constitute 
matching pants, jacket, and blouse or 
contrasting pants, jacket and blouse.”

The code, not included in Van 
Meteer’s bill at present, requires a 
supervising attendant who can observe 
all pumps from a centrally located cu­ 
bicle. It says controls in the cubicle 
must include a central cutoff switch 
that can stop the flow of gas from all 


pumps in an instant. 
Long said the controls also ought to 
include switches for each individual 
pump “so that if he sees someone out 
there pumping gas with a cigarette in 
his hand he can stop the gas im­ 
mediately.” 
The Gulf official said the national 
code also requires a communications 
system that lets the attendant speak to 
customers over a microphone or sim­ 
ilar device, and pump handles with no 
hold-down device so the gas will flow 
only when the customer is squeezing it.

“ The recent discussions regarding 
the new equal yield formula for fund­ 
ing public education is deserving of 
the public’s attention,” Fritz F. 
Jacobs, Superintendent of Circleville 
City Schools, said today. 
In its present form with amend­ 
ments, the bill (Am. Sub. S.B. 170) 
includes some undesirable provisions 
as they relate to the Circleville City 
Schools, he said. 
The present funding provision of the 
bill would provide less money in 1975- 
76 for the school district than was 
received in 1974-75 while spending $450 
million more throughout the State in 
the next biennium. 
The bill requires 22 voted mills 
excluding joint vocational millage to 
be eligible for any state funds. This 
requires districts to vote more funds 
locally than may actually be needed in 
order to secure state funds. 
A major concern of all elected of­ 
ficials, according to Jacobs, is that the 
bill in its current form abolishes the 
form that the clerk-treasurer and 
board president must sign to certify 
that funds exist to pay for expenditures 
not 
included 
in 
the 
annual 
ap­ 
propriation measure. 
“ This provision virtually authorizes 
deficit spending for every district in 


the state,” Jacobs said. “ Districts 
would be pressured by employe unions 
to spend money in the district which 
might not be available.” 
Features of the bill also include a 
uniform cost accounting system, a 
statewide assessment program, and 
school district reports all mandated 
without funds for implementation. 


One of the provisions which limits 
the control of the taxpayer-elected 
school boards will require every school 
to 
meet 
minimum 
staffing 
requirements, school building by 
school 
building. 
Currently 
the 
minimum requirements are averaged 
for the entire district, thus maximizing 
local options. The State Department of 
Education has roughly estimated that 
this provision alone could require as 
many as 8,000 additional classroom 
teachers upon implementation in this 
age of declining enrollments. 


Jacobs pointed out that another 
harmful provision requires that two- 
thirds of the staff and two-thirds of the 
students must be present “ for schools 
to be open for instruction” in case of an 
employe strike. 
“ This will assure striking employes 
no loss in pay a right guaranteed to no 
other striking worker,” he said.
